Although 
the source of the oil has not been 
determined, his theory is that the 


trembling of the earth caused a deep 
crack in the ground at the base of 


the well through which the oil comes 
into the well. 

Owners of the land near the well 
are organizing to interest some oil 
promoting company in the project of 
sinking a test well. A prominent 
Philadelphia business man has _ be- 
come interested in the proposition 
of promoting a stock selling com- 
pany, Mr. Hertrich said, and property 
owners are trying to get in touch 
with a reliable geologist to advise 
them as to the oil-bearing possibil- 
ities of,the land. Property owners 
believe that if some geologist would 
give a favorable report as to the oil 
possibilities of the land, no difficulty 
would be experienced in getting im- 
mediate support from the Phila- 
delphia concern, 

Owners of property in the vicinity 
of the well would prefer to lease the 
land to some corporation than to at- 
tempt to organize and promote their 
own company, it is said. 

The head of the Philadelphia con- 
cern, who is at present visiting other 
points in Southern California, is will- 
ing to lease 1,000 acres of land im- 
mediately, according to Mr. Hertrich. 

About four miles north of Po- 
mona, just beyond Foothill Boulevard, 
where the Hamilton interests have 
Jeased 12,000 acres for the develop- 
ment of oil, from Lee Mathews and 
others, already on the place, lumber 
is being hauled for the erection of a 
derrick.

Is there ever any pie quite so dell- 
clous as a well-made cherry pie? “May- 
be there is, but I

OLDEST SET OF GOLF 
RULES MADE IN 1754 


Drafted for Guidance of Players 
of St. Andrews. 


Just the other day they disccvered 
the oldest set of golf rules known to 
the game. They are thirteen in num- 
ber and were drafted on May 14, 1754, 








for gutdance of the linkists of St. } 


Andrews (Scotland). 

Among the game’s regulations of 
that era were the following: Your 
tee must be on the ground. You must 
tee the bail within a club length of 
the hole. You are not to remove 
stones, bones or any broken elubs for 
the sake of playing your bali, except 
upon the fair green and that only 
within a cfub’s length of the ball. If 
balls of opponents be found anywhere 
touching each other, you are to lift 
the first ball until you play the last. 
If you should lose your ball by its 
being taken up, or in any other way, 
you are to go back to the spot where 
you struck last, and drop another ball, 
and allow your adversary a stroke for 
the misfortune, 


If you draw your club in order to |! 


strike and proceed so far In the stroke 
as to be bringing down your club—ir 
then your club shall break in any way, 
it is to be accounted a stroke. He 
whose ball Hes farthest from the hale 
is obliged to play first.

BOY SCOUT HEROES 


“The boy scout movement takes @ 
boy at the age when he craves the op 
portunity to translate ‘heroic words to 
deeds,’” says an observer, “and stir- 
ring are the incidents of youthful 
bravery and self-sacrifice fulfilling the 
ideals for which scouting stands.” 

The following trio of heroic aets are 
typical. 

At the risk of their lives, Scouts 
Maurice Shanahan and Irving Seltzer 
of Syracuse, together with Arthur A. 
Mullett, a péinter, recently saved a 
bed-ridden invalid from being burned 
to death when a fire breke out in the 
building {n which her apartment was 
located. The boys, tn passing, were at- 
tracted by the smoke. Calling to the 
painter, who was working nearby, the 
three made their way into the burning 
building. The flames drove the boys 
back when they reached the second 
landing. Mullett continued on to the 
third floor, reaching Mrs. Sheeran as 
the flames were licking the posts of the 
bed on which she was lying helpless, 
Mullett picked the woman up and car- 
ried her to the second floor, where 
Seltzer and Shanahan joined him and 
nided in carrying the invalid from the 
building. 

“Because his older brother passed 
boy scout resuscitatién tests for per- 
sons burned by live wires,” states the 
Detrolt Evening News, “eleven-year- 
old Herman Seott of Plainwell, Mich., 
is alive today.” The Scott boys, ac- 
companied by a companion, were re- 
turning home along an interurban line 
when Herman stepped on the third rail. 
The lad was knocked down and rolled 
under the ratl, where his body was ter- 
ribly burned. Sending their companion 
for a doctor, the scout pulled his broth- 
er’s unconscious form from under the 
rail and carried {t down to the river. 
There the scout held the smaller boy’s 
limp form in the cold water until he re- 
vived, and upon the arrival of the phy- 
sician the scout assisted in dressing the 
burns.

After e@ short rest Lenihan 
was able to return to his home,.

HOUSING AU1OMOTIVE EQUIPMENT 


According to government figures the 
production of motor trucks in 1921 
was in excess of 150,000.

PUNCTURED TIRE 
EASY TO REPAIR 


No Longer Necessary to Resort 
to Old-Fashioned Method in 
Fixing Up a Leak. 








(By ERWIN GREER, President Greer 
College of Automotive Engineering, 
Chicago.) 

With the large number of conven- 


ient vulcanizers that are now on the 
market it is no longer necessary to use 
the old-fashioned cold patch when a 
punctured tire has to be repaired. A 
cold patch, under certain conditions, 
will prove satisfactory, but it is only 
an emergency patch at its best. The 
modefn automobilist will add a small 
vulcanizer to his emergency equip- 
ment, and then, Wfth perhaps a few 
minutes more time expended, a perma- 
nent repair ean be made. When the 
vulcanizer is ehosen it should be large 
enough to handle a blow-out or punc- 
ture at least one inch in diameter, as 
it is just as easy to make a repair of 
this size as a smaller one.

When treating a small puncture the 
hole should be slightly enlarged by 
cutting a circular hole.

RULES FOR FLAG OBSERVANCE 


National Conference Codifies Regula- 
tions for Display of Respect 
to Colors, 





Patriots of the United States at last 
may pay the flag of the nation full re- 
spect, without fear of violation of 
some phase of flag etiquette, due to 
the outcome ‘of a national conference 
called for the purpose of codifying 
rules for flag observance. 

Noting the dissimilitude of practices 
toward the flag, and the inability to 
make military observance coincide 
with. that for civilians, the American 
Legion set out to settle all such ques- 
tions and succeeded in the purpose by 
calling together representatives of 
nearly seventy organizations of vari- 
ous character for the promulgation of 
certain rules for future flag usage. 

The eonference was held at Conti- 
nental hall in Washington. Gathered 
there were representatives of the 
army and navy, government agencies, 
| veterans’ organizations, patriotic so- 
cieties, associations for welfare and. or- 
ganized movements for national devel- 
opment. These delegates represented 
5,000,000 Americans. The conference 
was opened by an address by Presi- 
dent Harding. 

Garland W. Powell, director of the 
Americanism coramission of the Le- 
gion, presided and named a committee 
which formulated a definite code, later 
to be adopted by the conference, 

In addition to settling on the code 
for flag usage, plans for education in 
proper flag observance were formed 
and a program of contemplated legis- 
lation outlined, which would fix by 
statute certain rules for display of the 
national emblem. A point which will 
be stressed along this line will be the 
Setting aside of June 14 as a day of 
appropriate ceremony and respect to 
the flag in every state. Another sug- 
gested measure calls for the flying of 
the flag from every main administra- 
tion building and at every polling place 
in the nation. Schools would fly the 
flag during sehool hours, if a recom- 
mendation of the committee is fol- 
lowed, while general laws relating to 
punitive measures for misuse of the 
flag also are urged. 

The code suggested by the commit- 
tee contains many suggestions for 
usage of the emblem, with certain 
“don'ts” as violations. 

The flag should be displayed from 
sunrise to sunset, only between such 
hours as designated by proper author- 
ity on national and state holidays, or 
on historie or spectal occasions. The 
flag should always be hoisted briskly 
and lowered slowly and ceremonious- 
ly. When carried in procession with 
another. flag the place of the flag of 
the United States is on the right, that 
is, the flag’s own right or when there 
is a line of other flags, the United 
States flag should be in front of the 
center of the line, 

If displayed with another flag 
| against a wall from crossed staffs the 
United States flag should be on the 
right and its staff in front of the other 
flag. When flags are grouped or dis- 
played from staffs the United States 
| flag should be in the center or at the 
highest point of the group. The United 
States flag should fly from the peak of 
a halyard on which flags of states, 
cities or societies are flown. If such 
flags are hoisted the United States 
flag should always be raised first. No 
flag or pennant should be placed above 
or to the right of the emblem. In fly- 
ing flags of two or more nations the 
flags should be flown from separate 
staffs of the same height and the flags 
of equal size. 

A common misuse of the flag takes 
place when the staff projects horizon- 
tally or at an angle from window sills, 
balcony or front of buildings. The 
union of the flag should go clear to 
the head of the staff unless at half 
staff. If the emblem is displayed other 
than from a staff it should be hung 
flat. If displayed either horizontally 
or vertically against a wall, the union 
should be uppermost and to the fiag’s 
right, that is, to the observer's left. If 
hung from the middle of a street, as 
between buildings, the union should be 
to the north in an east and west 
| street or to the east In a north and 
south street. 

When the flag ts used on a speakers’ 
platform it should be displayed above 
and behind the speaker. It should 
never be used to cover the speaker's 
desk or to drape over the front of the 
platform. If used in unveiling a monu- 
ment the flag should not be allowed to 
fall to the ground, but should be borne 
aloft to wave out. If used to cover a 
casket the fing should be placed so 
that the union is at the head and over 
the left shoulder. The flag should not 
be lowered into the grave nor allowed 
to touch the ground. The casket should 
be carried feet firse. 

If the condition of the flag is such 
that it is no longer fit for display it 
should be destroyed as a whole by 
burning or similar method. 

The emblem should never be used 
as drapery, bunting being preferred 
for this purpose. Jt should never be 
used as a ceiling, part of a costume or 
uniform, embroidered on  handker- 
chiefs or pillows, printed on envelopes, 
paper napkins or boxes.

(Prepared by the National Geographic So- 
clety, Washington, D. C.) 


Once more scientists have gone to 
the Galapagos islands, a little archi- 
pelago, 600 wuiiies off the coast rf 
Ecuador in the Pacific, to study animals 
and plants that can be found nowhere 
else in the world. These remote is- 
lands are believed to have played an 
important part in the final formula- 
tion of the theory of organic evolution. 
Darwin landed there in 1835 and was 
fascinated by the unique and unex- 
pected forms of life which he found. 
Here were some of the best data in 
regard to the development of forms in 
isolated regions, which he encountered 
on the famous voyage of the “Beagle,” 
data which he drew upon when he 
later wrote his “Origin of Species.” 

Darwin arrived at the conclusion that 
these islands were at no time con- 


they were formed far from other land 
by volcanic action, and that not even 
the members of the group had ever 
been connected. He found himself sur- 
rounded by new birds, new reptiles, 
new insects and new plants; and to a 
considerable extent each island was 
inhabited by different kinds of beings. 
The most famous of the creatures of 
the Galapagos islands—the ones, in 
fact, from which they take their name 
—are the giant land turtles. Some of 
these weigh more than 200 pounds and 
are several feet in diameter. Darwin, 
like numerous later visitors, rode on 
their backs. Thousands of them ex- 
isted on all the islands (a different 
species on each island) before they 
were molested by man; and numerous 
paths, extending for miles up the 
mountain sides, were beaten by the 
awkward creatures on their regular 
trips to the few springs and pools. 
More significant to science however, 
are the large sea iguanas, the only 
marine lizards known now to exist in 
the world. They are really “immi- 
grants” from past geologic ages when 
other huge saurians splashed through 
the seas. These lizards are black, re- 
pulsive creatures, three and four feet 
long. Thousands of them may be seen 
basking on the wet voleanic rocks 
along the shore or swimming seaward 
fn search of food. In spite of their 
appearance they are harmless and 
will not bite even when teased. 
Inland, land lizards, little smaller 
than their sea brothers, are even more 
numerous, large areas being perforated 
by their burrows. The other forms of 
animal Hfe of the Galapagos are not 
so strikingly Interesting to the layman, 
but science finds that whether they be 
birds or insects at least half of them 





are of species unknown save on these 
islands. The same situation is found 
in regard to the plants. Thirty-eight 
of the plants on one island, James, are | 
found only in the Galapagos, and thirty 
of them are confined to James island 
alone, 
Once a Buccaneers’ Resort. 

The Galapagos islands were for a 
long time remote from any steamer 
lanes. It was natural, therefore, that 
uninhabited and 
undeveloped for nearly three centuries 
after their discovery in 1535. But 
their very remoteness made them a 
safe gathering place for buccaneers, 
and those worthies who preyed on 
Spanish treasure ships and the Span- 
the islands in the Sixteenth and Seven- 
teenth centuries. Dogs, cats, goats 
and donkeys left by them have given 
rise to numerous wild descendants on 
some of the islands. Much treasure is 
believed to have been buried there 
and some, in fact, has been found. 
What are believed to be the main de- 
posits, however, have never come to 
light.

tury when American whalers, who 
found their catehes in the Atlantic de- 
ereasing, rounded the Horn and began 
operations in the Pacific.

About this time the Ecuador govern- 
| ment, alarmed perhaps by the presence 
of the Americans, decided formally to | 
| take possession of the islands. This 
was done in 1831 and a colony was es- 


tablished which became measureably 
prosperous by trading with the whal- 
ers. But within a few years the 
colony was turned into a penal settle- 
ment, the whalers left the region, and 
after a decade or so only a handful of 
settlers remained. 
Neglected by Ecuador. 

Ecuador has neglected the Galapagos 
islands ever since, but she has been 
unwilling or unable to sell them to any 
of the great powers who would be glad 
to take them over. Great Britain sug- 
gested taking them for a debt in 1852, 
but Peru, France and Spain promptly 
made protest and the transfer was 
not made. Later the United States pro- 
posed that concessions be granted it on 
the islands, but the same protestants 
made objections and were joined by 
Great Britain, so that nothing came of 
the proposal. Still later individual 
Americans attempted to obtain con- 
tracts for the exploitation of the is- 
lands but the Ecuadorean government 
apparently feared the growth of alien 
influence in her remote lands, and re- 
fused to consider the proposals. What- 
ever reasons the United States may 
have had for interest in the island 
group have heen strengthened since 
the construction of the Panama canal. 

The opening of that waterway 
straightway relieved the islands of 
their remoteness, for they are on the 
direct route between the isthmus on 
the one hand and Australia, New Zea- 
land and the islands of the South 
seas on the other. This position gives 
the islands considerable value as po- 
tential coaling stations. Even more 
important, the islands as a naval base 
would command the Pacific entrance 
to the canal. Their falling into the 
hands of a power unfriendly to the 
United States would constitute a dan- 
gerous situation. 

At first view the Galapagos islands 
seem hopelessly barren. Beyond a 
straggling fringe of mangroves that 
have established themselves in places 
along the shore, extend miles of dry, 
broken lava fragments in which only 
cacti and serubby, almost leafless 
shrubs, exist. These wastes of vol- 
canie fragments, over which innumer- 
able lizards run and occasional giant 
turtles stalk, slope upward and finally 
give way rather unexpectedly to a 
moister region in which the volcanic 
material has been decomposed, form- 
ing soil. First is a belt of trees and 
still higher, grasslands. An interest- 
ing feature of the climate of the Gala- 
pagos is that these green uplands are 
supported not so much by rain as by 
frequent fogs or clouds in ectual con- 
tact with the earth which deposit 
their moisture directly. 

Climate Ratner Chilly. 

The islands are directly under the 
equator, but their climate is far from 
what is generally understood by the 
term, “equatorial.” A cold ocean cur- 
rent from the Antarctic bathes them 
and the air currents from this cool 
water keep the uplands at a pleasant 
temperature the year round. At night 
it becomes really cold on the plateaus 
and camp fires must be used. It is 
when the visitor finus this upland re- 
gion that he realizes that there is 
really some sort of future for the 
Galapagos islands. 

At present efforts toward the de 
velopment of the islands are being 
made at only two places. There is a 
small hacienda on Chatham island 
(Cristobal) where sugar is the prin- 
cipal crop. The productiveness of the 


| soil is further shown, however, by the 


patches of coffee, grain, and fruits 
grown by the peons. Herds of eattle 
are also raised on'the excellent pasture 
lands. This island is about 20 miles 
long by 10 wide. On Albemarle ts 
land (some 60 miles long by 20 to 40 
another relatively small 
hacienda. 

On the ten principal islands there 
are many thousands of acres of till- 
able land and more on which live 
stock could be raised, so that at some 
future day the islands will probably 


; Support a considerable population. The 


principal problem would be an ade- 
quate water supply. There are no 
running streams on the islands. But 
much water falls on the uplands az.d it 
is possible to obtain water in many 
places by digging a few feet. It is 
believed that a number of subterran- 
ean streams empty into the sea, and 
that possibly some of these could be 
intercepted.
